There was but 
one oar in the skiff, and Henry Booth 
Some of the girls were moving 
about more than was safe in the over- 
loaded boat. 

Pastor Hilton of the Baptist Church, 
who was watching from the bank, 
shouted a warning as he saw the boat 
reck dangerously. 

At that moment a final lurch by one 
of the laughing young women into an- 
other’s lap sent the boat over. 

The four youths are good swimmers, 
and they were swimming about an in- 
stant later, sustaining the three girls 
who had come up, screaming and gasp- 
ing, from their unexpected plunge. 

Struggled Under Water. 

Charles Jones, in a skiff a short dis 
tance away with three smal! children, 
saw the rescues, and pulled his boat 
toward the spot. As he came up to the 
young folks in the water he saw that 
only three had been saved. 

“You help the girls into the boat,’’ 
he said to the youths, ‘‘and I'll get her,” 
and he pointed to Miss Booth, whose 
struggles under the boat could be seen 
from the surface, 

Jones reached from the skiff and go* 
a firm hold on Miss Booth, but was un 
able to pull her to the surface. Then 
he saw that her hair was caught, and. 
with his knife, cut the imprisoning 
tresses. — 

Girl Lifted Into Skiff. 

Charies Booth helped to lift the girl 
into the Jones skiff. Robert Forsythe, 
who swam from the shore to aid in the 
rescue, also helped in balancing and 
loading the skiff. 

The young men swam beside the skiff 
while it was rowed to the bank, nearly 
three hundred feet distant. Most of the 
party spent the rest of Friday afternoon 
and evening at the picnic.

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BERLIN, Aug. 28.—Al}l hope of the ar- 
rival of count Zeppelin in his airship 
was abandoned late this afternoon on 
receipt of the news that the craft had 
landed at Bitterfield at 5:33 p. m.. Count 
Zeppelin awaited the craft there and 
had said that unless he could reach 
reach Berlin before dark he would 
postpone finishing the journey until to- 
morrow morning. 

The airship had trouble immeditely 
after leaving Nuremburg and much of 
the distance was made with one pro- 
peller missing. 

The people of Berlin were keenly dis- 
appointed at the nonarrival of the ajir- 
ship and when at a late hour it became 
evident that Zeppelin would not arrive 
tcenight, the crowds on the Tempelhof 
Parade Ground and on the other public 
places began to-disperse. © 

Tne local papers issued extra editions 
showing the slow progress of the’ air 
ship against the wind over Upper Ba- 
varia and Saxony, but all hope of see- 
ing the Zeppelin III today ended when 
it was officially announced that if the 
Count waz not able to reacn Serlin by 
daylight he would stay at Bitterfield un- 
til tomorrow morning. 

It is estimated that not less than 100,000 
strangers came into Berlin today to wit- 
ness the arrival of the famous balloon. 
The militury authorities Issued ay order 
to the people of the city advising them 
ef the route the balloon would take in 
its flight above the city. The order 
cléses with these words: 

“The General in command requests 
the public to maintain a bearing com- 
mensurate with this great day of joy, 
for which they owe thanks to the 
Emporer, and to remain perfectly 
quiet during the actual landing of the 
airship, in order that the instructions 
of the ofticers mav be heard.” 


BEYROUTH, Germany, Aug. 28.~—The 
Zeppelin airship that left Nuremberg 
at 2:10 this morning for Berlin,. passed 
here at 7:03. The dirigible was laboring 
arrinst adverse winds. wngineer Duerr 
threw out a card saying that the ma- 
chinery wag running smoothly.

As a mat- 
ter 6f fact, my experience confirms my 
theory that my machine is faster in 
turbulent alr than in a dead calm.”

Plater, who {is plump, 
blonde and 18, admitted Saturday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that she had an- 
swered some of the love letters written 
t) her by James Brookings. husband of 
her 15-year-old sister, but she sald she 
did it because he threatened violence 
against Mrs. Brookings if she refused 
tc answer them. She says she doesn’t 
care for Brookings, and is glad he was 
fined $50 for trying to take the letters 
by force from his wife. 

Brookings managed to convey a note 
of sincerity and warmth to the letters, 
although he says his only purpose in 
writing them was to meke his child- 
bride jealous.. In them he told of plans 
to get a divorce, wait a few months and 
then marry his wife's sister. 

Mrs. Brookings is separated from her 
husband, and lives with her mother and 
sister at 1405 North Ninth street. She 
appeared against him Friday in the 
Dayton Street Police Court, 
Acting Judge Sanders how he tried to 
take the letters away from her be- 
cause, she said, he feared she would use 
them in defending a divorce suit he in- 
tended to file. 

Sentimental Postcard, 

A postcard Brookings sent Miss Plater 
bore a picture of two hearts pierced by 
a single arrow, with “To My Affinity” 
lettered on it in crimson. Another bore 
the admonition, “Be Good Darling,” 
and on the message side was written, 
“Be good in answering this letter right 
away, and let me know how things are.” 

Truly could Brookings write, “I dream 
of thee by night.” In one of his tetters 
Nhe says: 

Dear, I dreamt of you and Minnie 
Saturday night. I dreamt you were 
at Weintraub’s dancing with fellows, 
and when I came up the fellow with 
you kissed you and had his arms 
around your neck, and I said to you, 
“What do you call this?’ and then 
I began talking to the fellow. 

He said you were his steady com- 
pany, and that made me mad. I 
Said, ‘Let the young lady speak for 
herself.’’ Then I said, ‘‘Do you love 
this fellow more than me?” and you 
Baid, “Of course not. You know bet- 
ter than that. Then I said to the 
Ttellow, ‘‘Go, and don’t let me catch 
you with her again.’’

You said it 
would be best for us not to meet. so 
often, but to write at least once a 
week until after the divorce. Dear, 
you said you would stick to me until 
death, and I said the same, and I 
know you will.

We won't meet where we 
will be seen by anybody who knows 
us, then Sib won’t bring you into 
the divorce case and I will get it 
easier.

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SNIDER’S WIFE LEAVES 
HOME AFTER SHOOTING 





He Wounded Louis Denny, at 
Whose Home She Lived 
Before Her Marriage. 


Mrs. George Snider, whose husband 
waylaid and shot Louis Denny, in whose 
home she lived for two years before 
her marriage, left her heme in Rich- 
mond Heights, St. Louis County, early 
Saturday, with her: 3-weeks-old infant 
and a relative. Neighbors said they did 
not know where’she had gone. . 
Denny, a patient in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, St. Louis, wm in too critical a 
condition from the shotgun wound to 
talk of the affair. Snider, a prisoner 
in the Clayton Jail, has refused to say 
more than ‘‘He knows why I shot him.”’ 
Mrs. Snider was for several weeks in 
a St. Louis hospital, where her infant 
was born. She returned to her husband's 
rome at 7419 Hoover avenue, Richmond 
Heights, a few days ago. 

At the time of(her marriage to Snider, 
she was a resident at the home of Louis 
Denny’s father, A. J. Denny, near the 
intersection of Clayton and Watson 
roads. 

Louis Denny, who is 30 years old and 
unmarried, also lived at his father’s 
home. He is president of the Brent- 
wood Soda Water Supply Co. 

Members of the Denny family are said 
tc have opposed the marriage of the 
young woman to Snider, but no open 
conflict resulted from the marriage, 
which took place less than a year ago. 
Denny's place of business adjoins a 
feed store at Windom, a county post- 
office between Webster Groves and 
Brentwood. There he was informed Fri- 
day afternoon that he was wanted to 
answer the telephone in Philip Reison- 
leiter’s saloon, across the road. 

Miss Mabel Relsenleiter, 16-year-old 
daughter of the proprietor, was the 
bearer of the message. The telephone 





call, it was said later, was from a drug- | 


gist, who wished to order a quantity of 
soda. 

As Denny passed the feed _ store 
which stands on wooden pillars, a shot 
was fired, and he turned sharply as he 
felt the sting otf a wound in his left 
arm. 


An instant later a. second shot was 
fired, and Denny fell, his side pierced by 
nearly fifty leaden’ particles. 

At this moment, as the shots brought 
men from the saloen and from adjoining 
houses, Snider stepped from under the 
building and started to flee. 

Page Sharpley, a grading camp labor- 
er, started after «he armed man, and a 
half-dozen other joined in the pursuit. 

So long as he led them, Snider seem- 
ed to take no notice of them, but when 
they gained on him, he turned, and 
with a warning shout of “You fellows 
mind your businegs!"’ he leveled the 
gun at them. 

*They dropped the pursuit, and Snider 
went the rest of the way to hfs home 
without molestation. He apparently 
expected arrest, and did not resist two 
deputy sheriffs who called there later 
and took him to Clayton. 

Mrs. Snider and the baby were at the 
house when the arrest was made. The 
deputies were unable to get any sugges- 
tion from the young wife as to the cause 
of the shooting. 

Snider admitted having planned the 
shooting, and said, according to Deputy 
Knickmann; that he had borrowed the 
shotgun. 

At St. Luke’s Hospital Dr. L. M. Ot- 
tofy pronounced Denny’s wound one in 
which the danger of fatal blood poison- 
ing was great. Two shot lodged in the 
left lung, and these could not be re- 
moved. More than 2 shot were taken 
from the body. 

Young Mrs. Snider was formerly an 
inmate of the Methodist Orphans’ Home 
in St. Louis, from which she was taken 
by the Denhy family. Snider, who Is 
a teamster, has been out of employment 
for two weeks.

Mother With Party. 

In the picnic party were the two 
young men,. Mrs. Eckstorm, Mrs. Gross, 
mother of the young student; Miss Mar- 
garet Bryant, Gross” cousin; Miss Irene 
Muir, sister of the other young man 
who was drowned, and Miss. Brandt. 

In the afternoon the young men re- 
tired to a clump of trees and donned 
bathing suits. They entered the water 
at the bank where the women sat and 
entertained the women by their fancy 
They remained in 
the water a consideraple time, although 
Mrs. Gross urged her son to land. 

Muir was the first to leave the water. 
He had taken off his bathing suit in the 
clump of trees used by the young men 
as a screen while they dressed. Gross, 
in the water, shouted for help, and the 
women called to Muir that something 
was wrong with Gross. 


Muir Dives in to Rescue. 

Muir ran to the bank and leaped into 
the water. He swam quickly to Gross, 
who threw an arm around his neck with 
the vice-like grip ef a drowning man. 

“You'd better catch me around the 
body, Harry,” they heard Muir gasp. 

The next instant both young men dis- 
appeared. They did not rise again. Mrs. 
Eckstrom, who was hysterical, ran to 
the water’s edge and started to plunge 
in, saying that the boys must be res- 
cued. The other women caught her 
when she was knee-deep in the water 
and dragged her ashore again after a 
struggle. 

Jesse Smith of Pacific was fishing 
near the scene in a boat. He rowed to 
the point where the young men had 
gone down and dragged the bottom with 
a boat hook. The water was eight feet 
deep, but Smith’s hook caught in 
Gross’ bathing suit and he was able to 
pull the body up to his: boat.

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INCOME TAX LEAGUES. 
_ New York supporters of the income tax amend- 


| ment will hold a conference in Albany on Sept. 4, 


for the purpose of forming an organization to 
conduct the campaign for the income tax.. 

Mr. Bryan, who was asked to help formulate 
plang for a perr-anent organization, offered the 
excellent suggestion that the movement be non- 
partisan. It is of the greatest importance to the 
success of the campaign that partisanship be kept 
out of it altogether. It is a movement against 
plutocracy and privilege in behalf of the people. 
Both parties have indorsed it. The Democratic 
platform pledged the party to the amendment, 
and it was submitted to the states by a resolution 
of the Republican Congress. We shall have in 
this campaign the rare spectacle of the progres- 
sive members of both Warties aligned together 
against the special interests in support of just 
taxation. It gives the movement extraordinary 
interest and significance. 

New York’s conferencé should be the signal 
for similar conventions in every state of the 
Union. Not only would there be state campaign 
organizations, but the state leagues should be 
welded into a representative national league. A 
national organization is necessary to supplement 
the work of state leagues and to concentrate 
strength in states.where the opposition is strong. 

Missouri should be among the first of the 
states to take up the work. Every candidate for 
the next Legislature should be pledged to support 
the income tax. 
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Whatever changes the Police Board really in- 
tends to make in the police force should be made 
as soon as possible. Nothing contributes more 
to demoralization in a department than uncer- 
tainty. 
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STUDYING WATERWAYS IN EUROPE. 

The American Waterways Commission is having 
a@ grand time. They arrived in Vienna from Ber- 
lin Wednesday. Saturday they will go to Buda- 
Pesth. At first it was supposed they would fol- 
low the regular Cook tour route of six week? 
duration. It is now plain that they have added 
to their program and will go over the ten weeks’ 
tour. So that in addition to Liverpool, London, 
Manchester, Paris, Brussels and Berlin, included 
in the shorter trip, Vienna, Buda-Pesth, Prague, 
Trieste, Venice, Turin, Rome, Naples, Genoa and 
the contiguous Riviera and Monte Carlo and 
Nice may be visited. 

There was a stfong desire evinced by some of 
the younger members to try bathing at Schevin- 
ningen and take a peep at The Hague and 
Copenhagen, but this was frowned down when 
the catalogue of tours was examined, those places, 
with Dresden and Cologne, coming within the pur- 
wiew pt the twelve weeks’ trip only. However, 
the tourists will have a peek at the Rhine scenery 
and a smell of the blue Danube, whose very waves 
waltz. It will be seen at once that the Commis- 
sion is on business. Seeing Europe in ten weeks 
is business even if the Louvre is ducked, if Vesu- 
vius smokes and rumbles to order and there is no 
delay because the moon won't get full over the 
Coliseum every night in the month. 

When the Commission gets back we recommend 
that it come out and see the Mississippi River. 
There’s ‘nothing like it in Europe. While the 
Rhine may have some castled peaks and scenic 
settings of superior historical interest, Alton has 
its romances and its romancers, too. By careful 
study and the utilization of the knowledge they 
acquire from study of water substitutes in Europe, 
the’Commission may devise a plan for building up 
the bluffs at Alton in a way to beat any bluff in 
Europe. |

ter of utilizing waterways and we indulge the 
hope that the Commission will pick up some valu- 
able information.

For the national conservation congress, in ses- 
sion at Seattle, Chief Forester Pinchot thus 
broadly and clearly defined the conservation pol- 
icy which he is advocating: 

“First, to develop our national resources so that 
this generation may have its full spare of the riches 
of this earth. 

“Second, to prevent a needless waste and destruc- 
tion of these resources, so that future generations 
may likewise have a just share in the materia) foun- 
dation of our prosperity. 

“Third, to see that our great natural resources, 
when so developed, shall be protected and used for 
the permanent welfare of the many instead of the 
few.”’ 

But expanding this, Mr. Pinchot suggested 


that conservation should go beyond the natural 
resources of the earth. the water power, oil, 
coal, minerals and embrace all franchises. We 
have abundant instances of spoliation in munfti- 
pal franchises under which grants of enormous 
value have been given away to’ individuals and 
corporations, who have made them instruments of 
oppression and robbery. 

We have been recklessly prodigal of resources, 
privileges and opportunities, and we must re- 
establish the principle of justice for the benefit 
of all the p2ople.

Responsibility for Street Car Manners.

It seems to the writer that you are undershooting 
the mark in your article Aug. 2%, under the heading 
“Street-Car Manners.”’ Take a shot at the real cul- 
prits, the street-car company and our city officials, 
and you may be able to remedy this trouble. A pas- 
senger, paying 5 cents to the company, is entitled to 
a seat as well as a ride. The failure to provide seats 
is just as much wrong as it is for a storekeeper to 
give only 12 ounces for a pound, or 27 inches for a 
yard. If the company does not furnish the full serv- 
ice, it is not entitled to full pay. As the average of 
passengers will be about the same for a certain hour 
of any one working day, it is their duty to furnish 
enough cars to provide the necessary seats, one for 
each passenger.

for Food and Clothing. 


A Series of Articles of Vital Interest to Every Householder, Pre- 
pared Especially for the Post-Dispatch by One of the 
Greatest Authorities in the Country. 


NO. 1.—PRICES IN GENERAL. 


NE of the most important 
problems with which §so0- 
ciety has to deal concerns 
the cost of living. Indeed, 
it is very generally recog 
nized throughout the length 

and breadth of this land that the high 
level of commodity prices renders it 
necessary for the average householder 
to engage in sharp mental gymnastics in 
order to make both ends mect. In homes 
of limited incomes this process is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult, and in fact 
the rising tendency of prices causes 
more or less discontent with the exist- 
ing order of affairs. Household budgets 
have to be revised from time to time in 
consonance with the disposition of 
prices to soar. In the homes of the 
poorer folks the supplies that go to fur- 
nish sustenance are less plentiful, while 
at the same time the quality of such is 
poorer. 

These facts have become quite patent 
to every observer who has kept his ear 
to the ground and his eyes on the price 
barometer. Returning prosperity ahd 
the knowledge that it is less difficult to 
obtain employment are not in them- 
selves sufficient to allay the underlying 
discontent, especially as wages have not 
increased in proportion to the rise in 
the cost of living. In truth prices as a 
whole, and of edibles particularly, re- 
mained on a relatively high basis even 
when employment was scarce and when 
‘Wages tended to sag, or in other words, 
during the 16 or 18 months of economic 
calm that followed the financial up- 
heaval of Oct. 28, 1907. 

Corroboration of this statement is fur- 
mished by authoritative index numbers 
which show that the fall in the general 
level of prices from 1907, a boom year 
for the most part and when commodi- 
ties as a whole were sold at record fig- 
ures for recent years, to 1908, a year of 
depression, was not over 10 per cent. 
This. very moderate ratio of decline 
hardly comported with the anticipations 
of economists, most of whom were dis- 
posed to look for decreases of greater 
proportions, their expectations being 
based on the known movements of 
prices following previous panics. As a 
matter of fact it was argued that a 
somewhat prolonged low price level was 
necessary in order to permit of a proper 
readjustment of costs to the reduced 
purchasing power of the masses, Re- 
adjustments were in vogue for a time, 
but the processes making for such were 
short:lived, as every one must know ere 
now, and losses that were scored during 
the depression of last year are being 
rapidly regained. 


The Panic’s Effect on Prices. 

As a result the price level, based on 
quotations for upwards of 100 commodi 
ties, stood at 38.5039 on Aug. 1, accord- 
ing to Bradstreet'’s index number. This 
figure represented an advance of one- 
half of one per cent, in wholesale prices 
within a month's time, which by itself 
seems slight, but it was also the highest 
index recorded since Dec. 1, 197, when 
the untoward effects of the panic in 
October of that year were gathering 


force. 
Incidentally the index number just 
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they were on the date first named. The 
very lowest point ever touched by prices 
within the last 18 years was on July 1, 
1896, a period of economic stress, and 
since then there has been an increase 
of 49.1 per cent. These measures are 
based on wholesale prices at central 
markets and it is more than probable 
that retail prices have shown bigger in- 
creases. 
A Basis of Dollars and Cents. 

Here it should be stated that the in- 
dex numbers just used are based on 
the price per pound of each of % com- 
modities, a ton of iron or of coal and a 
bushel of wheat or of corn, etc., be- 
ing reduced to a cost per pound basis, 
the various units being aggregated to 
obtain the index number so called. 

Examination of the data on a dollars 
and cents basis, a method that will prob- 
ably directiy appeal to the average house- 
holder, shows that a person going out 
to the wholesale markets on Aug. 1 of 
this year would be compelled to pay 
over 24 cents more for a selected list of 
commodities than one would have had 
to pay if similar supplies were pur- 
chased on Jan. 1. On June 1, 1908, the 
depth of the depression, like goods 
might have been bought for over 78 
cents less than on Aug. 1 this year. On 
Aug. 1, 1907, the level was over 42 cents 
higher than it is now, but on the same 
date in 1906 it was 16 2-3 cents lower: on 
Aug. 1, 1905, it was over 39 cents lower: 
on Aug. 1, 1904, it was 78% cents be- 
low the present time, while on the samo 
dates in 1908 and 1902 quotations were 
75 2-3 and 62% cents, respectively, un- 
der the current prices considered as a 
whole. 

Ten years ago, or on Aug..1, 1900, a 
pound of each of % commodities might 
have been purchased at 77% cents under 
the prevailing scale. From the very 
lowest level, July 1, 1896, to the present 
there has been an increase of $2.80 1-5. 
Enough has been cited to prove that the 
purchasing power of a dollar has been 
diminished.

HOME HINTS 


A New Way to Can Tomatoes, 
AST summer I tried a new method 
of canning tomatoes, and it proved 
so satisfactory that 1 want to pass it 
on. Scald and peel the tomatoes as, 
usual. riave the cans sterilized, place 
the raw tomatoes in them whole, pour 
in boiling water to fill the cans, run- 
ning a knife around in the cans, so that 
all the crevices are filled, then put on 
the cover. Place the cans in a boiler 
or large vessel, pour in boiling water till 
it reaches the nec« of the can, put the 
lid on the boiler, wrap it with a blan- 
ket or rug and leave until the water is 
cold, which will be 1.ext morning. The 
cans are then ready to put away. I 
did not lose a can out of 40 quarts. 
When the cans were opened the toma- 
toes were whole ana firm enough to 
slice casily. 
Creole Chicken. 
OOK four tablespoonfuls of butter 
with ‘one-half shallot, finely 
chopped, five minutes, stirring constant- 
ly. Onion may be used if shallot is not 
at hand. .-.da five tablespoonfuls of 
flour and stir until well browned; then 
pour on gradually, while st{rring con- 
stantly, three-fourths of a cupful each 
of chicken stock and stewed and 
strained tomatoes. ~ring to the boil- 
ing point, season with one teaspoonful 
of lemon juice, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one-eighth of a teaspoonful of 
paprika. Add one and one-half cupfuls 
of cooked chicken or fowl! cut in small 
cubes, and let stand ten or fifteen min- 
utes in the top of the double boiler, 
that the meat may absorb some of the 
sauce.

HIS is a tried and tested Dixie reci- 
pe for ‘“‘near-possum.” Into a 
pound slice of pork steak place a stuf- 
fing made as f.:lows: Boil and peel two 
good-sized sweet potatoes, press through 
a colander, season with two tablespoon- 
fuls of brown sugar, tne same quantity 
of uark molasses, and mix in one egg.

But Mayor Woods Admits 
He’s Rather Partial to View- 
ing a Good Contest. 


Tom Leonard and other members of 
the Commercial Club, which announced 
Thursday night that the organization 
would start holdings boxing bouts  be- 
tween professionals at Suburban Gar- 
den Sept. 10, are very likely to bump 
into an unyielding snag in Mayor Roy 
C. Woods of Wellston, accord'!ng to his 
statements made to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Friday night. 

Mayor Woods states that there are 
more than enough men in Wellston to 
prevent bouts from taking place if 
he finds that they are illegal. The pro- 
moters did not consult the Wellston 
city administration at all. Just the 
same, Mayor Woods had two husky 
200-pound Wellston policemen in call 
Friday evening and aeclares that there 
are plenty more where these two big 
fellows came from to enforce the laws 
of Wellston. 

“But I would like first to definitely 
know what these men intend ‘to do in 
the line of bringing off boxing bouts at 
Suburban “Garden before I state wheth- 
er or not I will allow them to take 
place,”’ said Woods. 

“If they are to be fn violation:‘of the 
State law they simply cannot take 
place. That’s all there is to that. It 
seems’ strange to me how boxing can 
ke against the law in St. Louis and not 
in Wellston.”’ 

Wellston’s Mervror Likes Game. 

The argument that Kansas City and 
other cities throughout the State hold 
16-round bouts between professionals 
was mentioned to *sayor Woods. | 
‘Well, I don’t know about that,”’ said 
he. ‘I like sport of all kinds and, to 
tell you the truth, I like a _ boxing 
match. If they held one at Suburban 
I would crawl up on the roof and peep 
through a crack to see it, if neces- 
sary.”’ 

“When I was in Colorado some years 
age, before coming to St. Louis and 
other Western states, I saw Tom Shar- 
key knock out a man. Later I saw aff- 
other fight, in which Jim Corbett 
knocked out a man. They were the 
most brutal exhibitions I have ever wit- 
nessed. We can’t allow anything like 
that in Wellston.”’ 

“You see, when the people ef Wellston 
elected me Mayor, they wanted me to 
give them a clean city and to stop all 
rowdyism. I have tried and intend to 
try to give them what they want. 
Wellston just now isn’t politically the 
quietest place in the world by any 
means, and it would not do for me te 
make any mistake such as allowing a 
prizefight te take place inside the city 
limits, 

“If they want to hold bouts out here 
they had better tell me just exactly 
what they intend to do. I like to hunt. 
I never shoot at the game before it 
rises. I will let that apply to the box- 


‘Ting question also.’’ 


Pians Monthly Bouts. 

Leonard's plan is to hold a bout about 
once a month. The lease held at pres- 
ent on the Suburban Garden stage runs 
until Sept. 4. The Commercial Club 
plans to hold its first bout on Sept. 10. 

Leonard admitted that he had not 
held any conference with the Wellston 
administration, and for that reason de- 
cided to limit the bouts to 10 rounds, 
which would make them merely exhibi- 
tions, so he says. 

The Commercia] Club charter is over 
20 years old. Bouts were held under 
the charter in the old Fourteenth Street 
Theater, in a building at Eleventh and 
Pit.e streets and in other places. Med 
Johnson, the present president of the 
club, was the president when the club 
applied for a charter some 20 years ago. 

Wellston was incorporated only a 
short time ago as a city. Before that 
time it was merely a part of St. Louis 
County. If Wellston refuses to allow 
bouts to take place at the Suburban it 
would not be a hard matter for the 
promoters to get control of another 
garden outside of the city Mmits for the 
purpose of bringing off bouts.

UNE MORE TOWN 
IS IN PROSPECT 
FOR THE COUNTY 


Few Acres Between Wellston 
and University City Was 
Overlooked by Both. 





City builders in St. Louis County over- 
looked a tract of several acres wedged 
in between Wellston, University City 
and St. Louis and _ the 600 residents, 
smitten with the incorporating fever, 
are talking of starting a town of their 
own. 

A lumber yard, an ice warehouse, the 
Suburban line powerhouse, an asphalt 
plant, hardware and grocery stores and 
two saloons are the chief business en- 
terprises located in the tract, which is 
near the Hodiamont car barns. 

No name for the proposed town has 
been determined on, according to Wil- 
liam 8S. Murphy, who is talked of for 
Mayor. He is proprietor of a saloon at 
6145 Bartmer avenue. 

“We're getting along all right now,” 
Said Murphy to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Saturday, “‘but if the people want to 
organize a town, why, let them go ahead 
and do it. 

“Weliston is on one side of us, and 
University City on the other, but neither 
one of them has any authority here, 
and they have not bothered us since 
this has been understood. 

“As it is now, we've got cities all 
around us, but we’re just a part of the 
county, and we don’t intend to let any- 
bedy annex us, either. If we change, it 
will be to a town of our own.”

QARD ORDERS 
AVESTIGATION AT 





Shake-Up Expected to Result 
From Charge Against - 
Patrolman. 





A shake-up involving the Captain, a 
patrolman and the clerical force of the 
Soulard Street District, is expected to 
follow an investigation ordered by the 
Board of Police Commissioners, the first 
step in which will be a charge of neg- 
lect of duty against Policeman Benja- 
min Drumright. 

The investigation grows out of an as- 
sault and robbery committed on Gustav 
Scholl, a jeweler at 1321 South Broad- 
way, shortly before 4 p m., Aug. 14, 

The charge against Drumright is 
based on his failure properly to guard 
William Wuertz, a prisoner, in connec- 
tion with the robbery. The shake-up 
in the Soulard Street District is expect- 
ed to follow the revelation that a re- 
port of the Schell robbery did not reach 
headquarters until nearly 8 p. m., four 
hours after the rebbery had been com- 
mitted. 

According to Assistant Chief of De- 
tectives McCarthy, who has lodged the 
complaint against Drumright, the po- 
liceman, after he arrested Wuertz on 
suspicion, permitted the prisoner to go 
to his home and eat supper, Drumright 
remaining on the porch while the pris- 
oner was inside the house. 


Hid Part of Jewelry. 
In a confession to McCarthy, Wuertz 


admitted that while in the house he 
concealed a portion of the jewelry which 
had been stolen from Scholl. 

When Wuertz was finally taken to the 
Soulard Street Station by Drumright, 
he was questioned concerning the rob- 
bery. He denied having participated in 
it, and because the police had no evi- 
dence against him, he was released. 

The first information to reach head- 
quarters concerning the Scholl robbery 
was a telephone message from Detect- 
ives Kaiser, McFarland and Smythe, 
who chanced to be ix the Soulard Street 
District at 7:30 p. m., and casually heard 
of the affair. 

They telephoned to Assistant Chief 
McCarthy to learn if he knew anything 
of the robbery. It was the first he had 
heard of it. He found that a written 
report of the robbery had just reached 
Chief Creecy s office. Night Chief Gil- 
laspy, who was in charge, declared the 
written report was the first knowledge 
he had of the matter. 


Detectives Carture Men, 
Although greatly handicapped in time, 


the Detective Bureau got busy and with- 
in 24 hours had covered up the error in 
the Soulard Street District by arresting 
two of the robbers. 

Wuertz was re-arrested by Detectives 
Darby O’Brien and Daniel Garvey. At 


acted as lookeut while two other men 
had gone into Scholl's store, knocked 
the proprietor insensible with a club and 
robbed the showcase. 

David Regan, the second man arrested 
by the detectives, also confessed and 
gave the name of the third robber, who 
has not been caught. 

Capt. George T. McNamee was in com- 
mand of the Soulard Street District,.on 
the afternoon of Aug. 14, and the Board, 
of Police Commissioners will look to him 
for an explanation of why headquarters 
was not sooner notified of the robbery. 

The investigation may also result in a 
reorganization of the police telephone 
service. It is said that the telephone 
boys have been lax in the work of send- 
ing descriptions of fugitives around to 
the various districts.

SAVES 200; GOES 
DOWN WITH SulP 


Wireless Operator and Purser 
Drowned When Ohio Sinks 
Off Canadian Shore. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 28.— One man 
a wireless telegraph operator, gave his 
life that more than two hundred might 
be saved when George E. Eccles of Se- 
attle went down with the Alaska Steam- 
ship Co.’s steamer Ohio, after sounding 
the “C QD.” 

His calls for help brought the steam- 
ers Kingfisher, Humbo!dt and Rupert 
City to the rock off Steep Point, in 
Tishkish narrows, British Columbia, 
ind all but himself and four others were 
saved. Only ope passenger lost his life. 

The Ohio went down within thirty 
minutes after it struck. The drowned 
are: Purser Frederick J. Stephen, 8Se- 
attle; Wireless Operator George E. Ec- 
cles, Seattle; the quartermaster, a sol- 
dier and a steerage passenger whose 
names are unknown. 

Pilot Snow was on the bridge when 
the ship struck. The boats were low- 
ered at once and women and children 
taken off first. The soldier-and the 
Steerage passenger were killed by the 
upsetting of a boat during the rescue of 
the passengers. 

The Humboldt took 20 survivors to 
Ketchikan, Alaska. The others will ar- 
rive at Vancouver tomerrow 4 on the Ru- 
pert City. 

Operator Eccles worked valiantly in 

rescue work and is reported to hare 
been drowned while so engaged. Purser 
Stephen also is said to have given his 
life that the passengers and other mem- 
bers of the crew might be saved. 
The Ohio left Seattle Aug. 24 for Fort 
Graham and Valdez, Alaska, and in- 
cluding crew and passengers had 210 
persons on board.
